SIR JOHN CAULCUTT’S REVIEW 


The Thirteenth Ordinary General Meeting of Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) was held on 8 December at 
Southern House, Cannon Street, London, E.C. 

Sir John Cauleutt, K.C.M.G. (the Chairman), in the course of 
his speech, said :—Turning to the balance sheet as at 30 Sep- 
tember 1938, you will notice that the total of £110,000,000 
attained last year has now been exceeded by £2,750,000. On 
the liabilities side, current, deposit, and other accounts amount 
to £99 million, a figure more than £3 million larger than a year 
ago. The note circulation, at £1,231,000, shows an increase of 
£147,000, while acceptances, etc., at £5,024,000, are lower by 
£689,000. 

On the assets side of the balance sheet the item cash in hand 
and with bankers stands at £26,579,000, an increase of £3,821,000 
on the previous year, and represents a ratio to current, deposit, 
and other accounts and note circulation of over 26 per cent. 
Money at call amounts to £1,020,000, showing a reduction of 
£741,000. Bills discounted at £9,860,000, are £1,250,000 less 
than a year ago. Investments, at £32,652,000, are greater by 
£4,318,000. The policy of keeping a very large portion of these 
in short-dated Government investments has been maintained. 
Advances, at £33,175,000, are approximately £2,750,000 lower 
than a year ago. 


CONDITIONS IN SOUTH AFRICA 


Turning to South Africa, business conditions during the 
twelve months under review have generally been maintained at 
a reasonably satisfactory level. Unsettled conditions in the 
principal oversea markets for Union products have, however, 
resulted in some reduction in demand, coupled with a decline 
in the average price for several staple agricultural commodities. 
Despite these adverse external factors, reports, nevertheless, 
indicate that the agricultural industry has progressed, and that 
action aimed at protecting and strengthening the country’s 
farming resources has had satisfactory results. 


OTHER AFRICAN COUNTRIES 

In South West Africa a slight decline has occurred in imports, 
but exports were well maintained, chiefly owing to increased 
shipments of mineral products and karakul pelts. In Southern 
Rhodesia, as a result of continued prosperity in the mining 
industry, together with satisfactory prices which have been 
obtained for certain agricultural products, general trading con- 
ditions have heen good throughout the year, while in Northern 
Rhodesia the prosperity enjoyed by the great base metal mining 
industry was reflected in general trading conditions. 

In Nyasaland general trade has been well mainiained, while 
prospects for the coming year are considered satisfactory. In 
Mauritius the prices realised for the 1937-38 sugar crop showed 
improvement and the return per ton to planters was 
higher than in the previous season. 

In East Africa the past year has been a disappointing one 
owing to the decline in the selling price of certain of the chief 
products of those territories—namely, cotton, sisal, and coffee. 
The purchasing power of producers has consequently shown a 
decline and traders have had a difficult year. 

The combined domestic exports of the three principal East 
African territories reached the record figure of approximately 
£14,500,000 in 1937, but it is expected that the import and ex- 
port figures for 1938 will be materially lower. 

The Chairman also dealt at some length with the Bank’s over- 
seas activities in Egypt, the Sudan, Palestine, Cyprus, the 
British West Indies, British Guiana, British West Africa and 
other territories served by the Bank.

OVERSEA TRADE 


Perhaps, therefore, in concluding such a brief survey as this, 
it is not inappropriate for me to say a few words on the subject 
of oversea trade. 

The importance of Empire trade has been enhanced during a 
period when the exchange of goods with many parts of the 
world has been hampered by impediments of one form or 
another, but the value of trade with foreign countries cannot 
be ignored. 

In recent times much attention has been directed to this 
aspect of the question, especially owing to the new difficulties 
which exporters have to overcome in selling their goods in 
certain parts of the world. The means which should be adopted 
for the expansion of trade are no doubt constantly under the 
consideration of both producers and merchants and, as a banker, 
I would not venture to trespass too far upon their preserves, but 
I think it would be of assistance if some greater degree of 
co-operation in the field of marketing for export could be 
arranged. 

So far as the United Kingdom in particular is concerned, 
there would also appear to be a greater need than ever to-day 
of developing our export business by co-operation in certain 
trades not only in marketing, but also in representation abroad.

BANK OF LONDON AND 
SOUTH AMERICA 


LORD WARDINGTON’S REVIEW 


The Seventy-sixth Ordinary meeting of the members of the 
Bank of London and South America, Limited, was held, on 
13 December, at the head office, 6, 7 and 8, Tokenhouse Yard, 
London, E.C. 


The Rt. Hon. Lord Wardington (the chairman) said that the 
past year had been marked by the most serious international 
political crisis since 1914. It could only be hoped that the 
combined wisdom of statesmen in all countries would provide 
solutions of the problems which confronted us, and chiefly those 
which sprang from the prolonged phase of intense economic 
nationalism, Future developments, it must be hoped, would 
lead to a return of the confidence which was essential for the 
revival and stability of all markets.

TRADE AGREEMENTS 


Trading conditions in the United States did not show any 
substantial improvement during the year under review, but it 
is encouraging to observe a better tendency recently, Gratifica- 
tion is afforded by the signing of the Anglo-American and 
Canadian-American Trade Agreements, not only by reason of 
the trading benefits which they confer but also because of the 
demonstration of mutual goodwill and of the example set 
towards reducing international trade barriers. 


The return of prosperity to the United States was a matter 
of vital interest to the rest of the world, especially in so far 
as the prices for primary products would be affected.

In 
these days, when the income from British overseas investments 
was so very much reduced, the maintenance of our export trade 
assumed greater importance than ever in our national balance 
of payments. If Great Britain was to improve upon its present

SATISFACTORY RESULT

SIR WALROND SINCLAIR ON THE 
OUTLOOK 


The Fourteenth Annual General Meeting of the British Tyre 
and Rubber Company, Limited, was held at Winchester House, 
Qld Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Sir Walrond Sinclair, K.B.E., ‘chairman aud managing direc- 
tor, presiding, said: You will readily appreciate that trading 
conditions during the year have been by no means easy— 
certainly much less favourable than those in 1937—and it is, 
therefore, with particular satisfaction that your directors are 
able again to present a report clearly indicating further steady 
progress. 

IMPORTANT ACQUISITIONS 

Turning first, if I may, to the balance sheet, I would draw 
your attention specifically to the important change in the item 
on the assets side ‘‘ shares in subsidiary companies, at cost.” 
This item now stands at £797,702, as compared with £542,024 
a year ago. You will remember that at our annual meeting 
in December last I stated that we then had two interesting 
propositions under examination, and I am now glad to report 
that your directors, after most exhaustive investigation, found 
both proposals sound, and decided to extend our interests 
accordingly. 

The larger of the two propositions was that of A. G. Spalding 
and Bros. (British), Limited. This old-established company 
manufactures and markets products, some of which are closely 
allied to those made at certain of the factories within the 
B.T.R. Group. 

We have had a close manufacturing relationship with Messrs. 
Spalding for many years; in fact, some products have been 
partly manufactured in our works and finished in theirs. The 
inclusion of the British Spalding business in the British Tyre 
and Rubber group, therefore, is an entirely logical move, and 
we welcomed this opportunity of extending our interests by 
taking over the whole of the share capital of the British Spalding 
Company, including its South African company, and also of 
acquiring a controlling inlerest in their firmly-established and 
well-managed Australian business. 





SOUTH AFRICAN INTEREST 

The other proposition examined during the past year resulted 
in the acquisition of a controlling interest in a newly-erected 
rubber factory in South Africa specialising in the manufacture 
of certain classes of rubber hose, etc. The installation of this 
plant will enable us to service more effectively important local 
interests already established throughout the Union of South 
Africa, and consequently place us in a position to take full 
ulvantage of opportunities for expansion as and when they 
arise in that important market. 

This factory has already commenced production and there 
is every indication that it will prove a satisfactory addition to 
our activities. The financing of these new interests out of our 
existing resources has naturally meant a reduction in our sur- 
plus of liquid assets, which, as you know, has been growing 
steadily in recent years. There is a total available for appro- 
priation of £216,246, and your directors now recommend a final 
dividend of 44 per cent. and a cash bonus of 2 per cent., 
together absorbing £42,412. This payment will bring the year’s 
total distribution on the ordinary share capital of your com- 
pany up to 10 per cent., less tax, the same as for the previous 
year, 

STABILITY OF THE BUSINESS 

[ should like, if I may, to draw your special attention to the 
interesting fact that this is now the seventh consecutive yeaa 
in which there has been a progressive increase in our profits. 
During those seven years industry as a whole has seen depres- 
sion and recovery. The price of cur essential raw materials 
has fluctuated between wide limits, and the world has passed 
through probably as many political and economic crises as in 
any similar period of history. That throughout such a period 
your company has been able steadily to increase its earnings 
year by year is, I think, a tribute to the stability of the busi- 
less, the consistent quality of its products. the efficiency of 
its service organisation, and the soundness of its financial policy, 


FAVOURABLE OUTLOOK 

We appear to be starting the new financial year under more 
favourable conditions for our business than existed during the 
greater part of the year under review. That is, of course, 
subject to the proviso—unfortunately necessary nowadays—that 
trade is not hampered unduly in the future by political shocks 
or crises. The quality of our products continues, | believe, to 
be as greatly appreciated as ever, and we now have the addi- 
tional asset of the valuable goodwill in the name of Spalding. 
_ There is one other matter of importance to which reference 
Ils necessary. During the year the Minister of Labour decided 
to set up a Trade Board for the rubber industry, to deal with 
the regulation of wages and conditions of labour, proceeding, 
as far as possible, by agreement between employers and the 
appropriate trades unions. We welcome this development, as 
the fixing of rates of pay nationally should have a good effect.

WAR RISKS INSURANCE: THE 
“ WATERBORNE ” AGREEMENT 


On Thursday, 8 December, the President of the Board 
Trade received a joint deputation from the London Chan- 
ber of Commerce, the Chamber of Shipping of the United 
Kingdom and the British Bankers’ Association on th 
question of the ‘‘ Waterborne ’”? Agreement. The President 
of the Board of Trade was accompanied by Mr. Ronald 
Cross, M.P., the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 0 
Trade. 

The deputation was introduced by Mr. Henry Morgan 
the chairman of the Council of the London Chamber ot 
Commerce, who stated that, in addition to the bodies repre- 
sented, 23 trade associations had intimated their desire t 
be associated with the views put forward by the deputatio1 


The deputation stated that the ‘‘ Waterborne ’’ Agree- 
ment came into force for shipments on and after 1 Feb- 
ruary last. It was an agreement between the marine under- 
writers to grant war risks cover to goods only while o 
the oversea vessel, except in the case of goods awaiting 
transhipment, when they were held to be covered for 15 
days, whether on the quay or in craft. 


The deputation explained that the London Chamber 0! 
Commerce had been unable to persuade the insurance 1- 
terests to amend the Agreement in the directions desired 
by the commercial community. They therefore asked the 
Government, for reasons which were advanced by various 
speakers, to put traders in the position once more of being 
able to insure against the risks which underwriters could 
no longer take, i.e. those covered by the original warehouse- 
to-warehouse war risks policy, subject to the following 
exceptions, namely:—(1) Exports after they are put o 
the quay in the oversea ports of importation ; (2) imports 
before they are put on the water at the oversea ports ol 
shipment; (3) goods in lighter or river craft beyond a 
specified period in order to prevent craft from being used 
for storage purposes; and (4) goods during transhipment 
beyond 30 days (instead of 15 days as at present allowed). 


In reply, the President of the Board of Trade thanked 
the deputation for the full statement of the case they hat 
presented. He said that he appreciated the importance 
the question raised by the ‘‘ Waterborne ’? Agreement, ate 
he undertook that the representations of the deputation 
would be given full weight to the consideration which 
already being given to this question.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN OCTOBER 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
October 1938, as compared with the preceding month, 
showed an increase in the value of imports, with decreases 
in the values of exports and re-exports, states a press note 
forwarded by H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta from 
the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics. 

The value of imports of private merchandise totalled 
%s. 12,97 lakhs and showed an increase of Rs. 2,16 lakhs as 
compared with the preceding month. Exports of Indian 
produce and manufactures fell by Rs. 98 lakhs from 
Rs. 15,13 lakhs in September 1938 to Rs. 14,15 lakhs in the 
month under report. Re-exports also decreased by Rs. 7 
lakhs and amounted to Rs. 47 lakhs. The comparison of 
the trade figures in October 1938 and the seven months 
April-October 1938, with those of the preceding month and 
the corresponding periods of the preceding year is set forth 
below :

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure 
(private), the total visible balance of trade in October 1938 
was Rs. 3,51 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 4,84 lakhs in September 1938 and Rs. 2,95 lakhs in Octo- 
ber 1937. During the seven months ended October 1938 the 
visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
ts. 21,91 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 25,66 lakhs in the corresponding period of the preced- 
ing year. The balance of remittances of funds in October 
1938 was minus Rs. 2,21 lakhs and in the seven months then 
ended minus Rs. 4,93 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with October 1937, imports of food, 
drink and tobacco in October 1938 increased by Rs. 38 
lakhs to Rs. 1,79 lakhs. Imports of rice, not in the husk, 
rose from 50,000 tons to 57,500 tons in quantity and from 
%s. 48 lakhs to Rs. 53 lakhs in value. There was a notice- 
able increase of 34,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 28 lakhs 
in value under imports of wheat. Imports of sugar, on the 
other hand, decreased by Rs. 3 lakhs. 


Zaw materials and produce and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured showed a decrease of Rs. 7 lakhs to Rs. 2,73 lakhs 
in October 1938 as compared with October 1937. Imports 
of kerosene oil fell from 16-4 million gallons to 11-2 million 
gallons in quantity and from Rs. 52 lakhs to Rs. 40 lakhs 
in value, while those of petroleum, dangerous, flashing 
below 76° F., increased from 4-8 million gallons to 7-3 
million gallons in quantity and from Rs. 23 lakhs to Rs. 32 
lakhs in value. Raw cotton increased from 7,100 tons to 
7,900 tons in quantity and from Rs. 72 lakhs to Rs. 75 lakhs 
in value. Imports of copra or coconut kernel decreased by 
Rs. 7 lakhs and silk, raw and cocoons, by Rs. 5 lakhs. 


Articles wholly or mainly manufactured decreased by 
Rs. 1,79 lakhs to Rs. 8,26 lakhs in October 1938 as com- 
pared with October 1937. The aggregate value of imports 
of cotton manufactures (including yarn) decreased from 
Rs. 1,79 lakhs in October 1937 to Rs. 1,52 lakhs in October 
1938. Imports of white piece-goods decreased from 22-3 
million yards to 19-0 million yards in quantity and from 
Rs. 41 lakhs to Rs. 33 lakhs in value, and of coloured piece- 
goods from 36-7 million yards to 26-7 million yards in 
quantity and from Rs. 76 lakhs to Rs. 44 lakhs in value, 
while those of grey goods showed an increase from 15:7 
million yards to 32-3 million yards in quantity and from 
Rs. 24 lakhs to Rs. 37 lakhs in value. Imports of cotton, 
twist and yarn, increased from 2-3 million lbs. to 4-0 million 
lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 25 lakhs to Rs. 30 lakhs in 


value. Rayon yarn fell from 4-0 million Ibs. to 2°4 million 
lbs. im quantity and from Rs. 26 lakhs to Rs. 13 lakhs in 
value. Imports of rayon piece-goods also declined from 7-2 


million yards, valued at Rs. 18 lakhs, in October 1937, to 
2-4 million yards, valued at Rs. 8 lakhs, in the month under 
report. Imports of motor cars and of motor lorries, buses 
and vans numbered 912 and 398, valued at Rs. 19 lakhs and 
Rs. 6 lakhs in October 1938, as compared with 1,739 and 
1,306, valued at Rs. 32 lakhs and Rs. 18 lakhs, respectively, 
in October 1937. There were also decreases under wool 
piece-goods (— Rs. 18 lakhs), coal tar dves (— Rs. 14 lakhs), 
steel bars (— Rs. 7 lakhs), hardware (— Rs. 5 lakhs) and 
copper, wrought, and paper (— Rs. 4 lakhs each). Imports 
of electrical machinery, on the other hand, increased by

Shipments 
of seeds showed an improvement of 41,000 tons in quantity 
and of Rs. 36 Jakhs in value. Groundnuts improved from 
30,000 tons to 74,200 tons in quantity and from Rs. 45 lakhs 
to Rs. 90 lakhs in value. Castorseed declined from 2,500 
tons, valued at Rs. 4 lakhs, to only 80 tons, valued at 
Rs. 11,000.

Exports of cotton manufactures, 
including twist and yarn, declined by Rs. 16 lakhs and were 
valued at Rs. 62 lakhs in October 1938. Shipments of cotton 
yarn increased from 3-9 million lbs. to 4:4 million Ibs. in 
quantity and from Rs. 19 lakhs to Rs. 20 lakhs in value. 
Dispatches of cotton piece-goods declined from 18-4 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 52 lakhs, in October 1937 to 13+ 
million yards, valued at Rs. 39 lakhs, in October 1938. 
The number of gunny bags exported decreased from 719 
million to 56-1 million, the corresponding decline in value 
being from Rs. 1,60 lakhs to Rs. 1,26 lakhs. The yardage 
of gunny cloth exported rose from 144 million to 149 million, 
but the value fell from Rs. 1,37 lakhs to Rs. 1,27 lakhs in 
October 1938.

There was an increase of 21,000 tons in quantity and 
of Rs. 12 lakhs in value in exports of pig iron, which 
amounted to 59,000 tons, valued at Rs. 31 lakhs, in October 
1938.

As compared with October 1937, the share of the United 
Kingdom in imports remained stationary in October 1938 
at 31 per cent., but fell from 42 per cent. to 33 per cent. 
in exports. The shares of Germany, Japan and the United 
States in the month under report were 7, 13 and 6 per cent., 
respectively, under imports and 3, 9 and 8 per cent., 
respectively, under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India and 
cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during October 1938 amounted to 751,000 
and 805,000, respectively, as compared with 728,000 and 
807,000 in September 1938 and 706,000 and 808,000, respec- 
tively, in October 1937. During the seven months ende¢ 
October 1938 the tonnage of vessels that entered and cleared

CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT 


The weather continued to be fresh throughout October 
and some useful rains fell all over the Island. The rains 
enabled the early sown barley to germinate and the sowing 
of wheat was begun. Although damage has been caused to 
dry grazing, green barley is now rapidly coming up, and 
it is hoped that grazing animals will not suffer from shortage 
of pasture. Gathering of olives and the vintage were in 
iull progress. 

New crop potatoes appeared on the market towards the 
end of October, and were estimated to be above average in 
quantity and quality; some of the new crop has been 
exported to Palestine and Egypt. Onion exports continued 
and remaining stocks are low; the production of onion sets 
is satisfactory and the demand is moderate. Cotton pro- 
duction is rather poor and prices are very low. Flax retting 
has been completed. 

Karly season sales of citrus fruits opened with good 
prices for both oval and round oranges, and prices of the 
former rose in response to an auction demand; lemons, how- 
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ever, weakened. Dates and grapes are now the main fresh 
fruit on the market. 

Flowering of carol trees is very satisfactory ; production 
of olives is moderate, but quality is fair. Dry tobacco 
leaves are now stored and ready for packing. Supplies of 
all-winter vegetables are increasing. 

As regards vines and vine products, the vintage has 
extended over a longer period than usual owing to excep- 
tionally heavy production; the heavy rainfalls registered in 
October did harm to raisins and lowered the quality of 
grapes.—Government of Cyprus Office in London. ;

IMPORT TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


(From the British Commercial Counsellor) 


BuENos AIRES 

Imports during the first nine months of the current year 
reached a total of 1,100-2 million pesos paper, as compared 
with 1,120-1 million pesos paper in the corresponding period 
of 1937, After falling in the second quarter of 1938 there 
was a revival in the third quarter, when the total ‘‘ real ’’ 
values reached 114-4, 120-1 and 118-4 million pesos paper in 
July, August and September, respectively, as compared with 
the 105-6 million pesos paper in June. As an exception to 
the general recession of imports in the first nine months of 
1938, imports of machinery and vehicles increased by 43°6 
per cent. in value over the corresponding period of 1937. A 
substantial part of the increase is covered by heavier imports 
of motor cars, tractors and agricultural machinery in the 
early part of the year ordered before the slump set in; a 
considerable part of such machinery and vehicles is still held 
in the stores of dealers. In the third quarter of 1938, 
according to unofficial figures, imports of motor cars fell 
away heavily as compared with the same quarter of 1937, 
amounting to 5,179 units as against 8,573 units. While 
imports (by value) of textiles, non-ferrous metals and build- 
ing materials were only slightly lower than last year, imports 
of iron and steel were, as was to be expected, much below the 
exceptional figures of 1937. Chemical and pharmaccutical 
products and rubber manufactures were also considerably 
reduced. Imports of lubricants and fuel (including coal) 
were, on the other hand, up in value. 

At the end of the nine months ended 30 September last 
the United States was still Argentina’s leading supplier, 
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although the United Kingdom has recently recovered some 
of the lost ground. The United States supplied 16-4 per cent. 


in 1937 and 18-6 per cent. in 1938 of Argentina’s total 
imports, while the figures for the United Kingdom were 
19-6 per cent. and 18-3 per cent., respectively. United 
Kingdom textile manufactures still encounter heavy com- 
petition from Japanese products, which have recently been 


further reduced in price, though shipments from Japan have 
recently shown a tendency to recede, due no doubt to the 
heavy stocks still on the market. Compared with 1937, 
imports from that country were 10 per cent. up in the first 
nine months of 1938. Competition in the textile trade from 
Italy has likewise been severe, but has recently been checked 
to some extent by difficulty in procuring prior permits at the 
official rate of exchange for imports from that country. 
There has been little change in the relative share of trade 
enjoyed by either Germany or France, but in the absence of 
demand for iron and steel products Belgian exports to 
Argentina have dropped considerably.

YUGOSLAVIA 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 

According to a statement received by the Department of 
Overseas Trade the total value of foreign trade during the 
period under review was 7,353°8 million dinars, as compared 
with 8,334-2 million dinars in the first nine months of 1937. 
Exports fell by 1,022°6 million dinars to 3,529-2 million 
dinars, but imports showed an increase of 42:3 million dinars 
to 3,824:°6 million dinars, owing chiefly to increased imports 
of machinery, as may be seen from the following table, 
which illustrates notable changes in the importation of

Germany continued to take first place among both import- 
ing and exporting countries, but while exports to that 
country rose by 186-2 million dinars, imports from there 
declined by 2-3 million dinars, though German machinery 
exports to Yugoslavia were very large. 


Imports from the United Kingdom increased by 48-4 
million dinars, mainly because of yarns and textiles. Ex- 
ports to the United Kingdom were 71-8 million dinars, and 
the United Kingdom retained second place in the export 
list. 


Although imports from France rose by 39-7 million dinars, 
exports to that country still showed a heavy decrease of 
272-5 million dinars. Imports from Italy declined by 18-7 
million dinars and exports thereto fell by 183-8 million 
dinars.

that the price is the sole consideration for the sale 
of the said goods; and 

that neither the seller nor any person associated 
in business with him has any interest, direct or 
indirect, in the subsequent re-sale or disposal of 
the said goods; and 

there has not been and will not be any com- 

mercial relationship between the seller and the 

buyer, whether created by contract or otherwise, 

other than that created by the sale of the said 

goods.

Imports of flour 
destined for Santa Cruz and the Gran Chaco may be made 
through the Customs stations at Puerto Suarez and Yacuiba 
in quantities to be fixed by the Ministry of Industry and.

CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 

A recent issue of the French “ Bulletin Douanier ’’ states 
that the certificates of origin accompanying goods imported 
into France are sometimes drawn up in an ambiguous and 
imprecise form. Without laying down any hard and fast 
rules as to the wording of certificates of origin, the Admini- 
stration ask, therefore, that issuing bodies should draw 
up certificates in conformity with the following provisions :

IMPORT OF NEWSPRINT INTO VENEZUELA 

H.M. Representative at Caracas has forwarded a trans- 
lation of an official notice, dated 8 November 1938, govern- 
ing the import of newsprint into Venezuela. Paper classi- 
fed under Nos. 469 and 470 of the Customs Tariff, 
i.e. for exclusive use in the printing of newspapers, reviews, 
and books of a cultural nature, whether imported in rolls 
or reams, must—in order to enjoy free entry—bear a water 
mark or filigrane at least every 15 cms. Paper of this 
classification, which does not bear the water mark pre- 
scribed, will pay duty under its corresponding class of the 
Customs tariff. The import of paper bearing the prescribed 
markings which is not intended for the above-mentioned 
purposes, is prohibited, even though the Customs duties 
be paid.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 

Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, ic. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also t 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchases of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
